Much Atmosphere ar,'ct Vapor. 


The atmosphere of Venus is abund- 


ant, far more abundant than our own, 
in all probability. 
Of its constitution 


we know little except that it contains 
much watery vapor. This may be due 
to the higher mean temperature of the 
planet, resulting from its nearness to 
the -sun. 
This moisture would favor 


the growth of ferns and similar vege- 
tation such as flourished here during 
our carboniferous period. Venus gets 
almost twice as much solar light and 
heat as we do-, 1-ler axial inclination 
is somewhat steeper than ours and her

Most Likely Abode of Life. 


Because of her dense atmosphere 


and blankets ,of courts it may nrver be 
possibleb to determine the presence of 
life on Venus. But, if it ever is pos- 
sible to do so, it will be less surprs- 
ing than in the case of any other plan- 
et, because no other planet so much 
resembles the earth i nthe qualities es- 
sential r,o the development of life. 


It is to the cloudiness of Venus's 


atmosphere that our sister planet owes 
her extreme 
brilliancy. 
She 
is so 


dazzling bright that the telescope dis- 
tinguishes few of her features, it 
is 


impossible to say surely that any ob- 
server has ever glimpsed the solid sur- 
face ,of the planet. It is true that the 
discovery ct: certain permanent mark- 
ings has 
been announced 
at times, 


and certain astronomtrs have been led 
to the conclusion that Venus turns up- 
on her a.xis only once in a year, thus 
keeping the same face turned always 
to the sun, just as the moon turns al- 
ways the same face to the earth. Such 
a planet, half of which was plunged 
in eternal night 
and half baked in 


endless sunlight, 
would 
seem unin- 


habitable, at least by beings resem- 
bling man. 


To an intelligent inhabitant of Ven- 


us—if such there be—the earth would 
shine much more brightly than Venus 
ever can to us. 
Because of her posi- 


tion between us and the sun, Venus is 
invisible to us when she is at her near- 
est. 
She appears brightest when only 


about one-quarter 
of her illuminated 


surface is exposed to our eyes. 
The 


earth, on the other band, presents her 
full surface to Venus at the moment 
of opposition., when the planets most 
closely approach each other. The re- 
sult would be similar to that In the 
case of our own moon, which reflects 
nine times as much light to us at first 
or last quarter. 


Regulus and the Sickle. 


The splendid constellation Leo (The 


Lion) is now almost clear of the east- 
ern horizon, and the well defined figure 
of The Sickle is fully exposed.

Regulus (The 


Chief) is the clear white brilliant at 
the end of the handle of The Sickle. 
Regulus is the heart of the ligure of!

known as Cor, 


LHOIIUS. It is one of the four ancient

blem of the-husbandman, astrologers i 
count it the birth-star of kings.

Though a trille below the standard 


of first magnitued brightness, Regulus \ 
is in reality a tremendous sun, giving!

as our own blinding day-star. But sun-! 
light reaches us in less than nine min-' 
utes, whereas a ray from Regulus must 
travel 100 years before it strikes the 
earth.
